The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior 
art of record does not teach or suggest a polymer bushing comprising all the 
features as recited in the claims and in combination with an annular metal fitting 
concentric with the conductor bar, embedded in and fixed to the hard insulating 
sleeve, the metal fitting including a flange being located at a position 
longitudinally between the lower end of the polymer cladding and the receiving 
port (re claim 4).
